SECTION 9: Land Use Districts, 
Uses Fermitted and Conditions Re-

F. No adjustment in land use dis-

If such a non- 
conforming use or portion thereof is 
discontinued or changed to a con- 
forming use, any future use of such 
building or portion thereof shall be 
in conformity with the regulations 
of the land use district in which 
such building is located. 

F. Non-conforming uses existent 
at the time of the adoption of this 
ordinance shall not be expanded or 
extended except as to make use con- 
form to the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, provided, however, that non- 
conforming commercial or profes- 
sional uses in residential land use 
districts may upon petition of the 
owner thereof, or his duly author- 
ized agent, ke granted conditional 
use status, with such conditions as 
to modification, expansion, exten- 
sion or use attached thereto as may 
be deemed essential to protect the 
abutting residential areas. Such 
conditional use permit may be 
granted by the City Council on the 
recommendation of the Planning 
Ccmmission.

physical conditions inherent in the 
property concerned. Substantial 
property right, as used herein, shall 
relate only to the right of the appli- 
cant to use the property concerned 
in a manner permitted by this ord- 
inance, which permitted use is fore- 
stalled by physical conditions ex- 
istent on the property. The variance 
procedure as contained herein is 
to allow for slight modifications of 
the terms of this ordinance to per- 
mit a proper use to take place. The 
variance procedure shall not be 
used to permit uses not allowed in 
the land use district concerned or 
to accomplish rezoning of the pro- 
perty. 

CG. Variance Applications — Form 
and Contents — Fees. Applications 
for variances shall be filed with the 
Commission upon forms and ac- 
companied by such data as may be 
prescribed by the Commission so as 
to assure the fullest practicable pre- 
sentation of facts for the perman- 
ent record. 

Each such application for any 
variance shall be accompanied by a 
fee payable to the City, in the sum 
of $25.00, which amount shall be, 
deposited to the credit of the Gen- 
eral Fund of said City. 

D. Hearing Date — Notice Upon 
the Filing of such Application.
